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A WOMAN jockey who 
broke her neck in a fall 
from a horse was joined 
in hospital by her father 
after he fell down stairs 
on a cross-Channel ferry 

Camilla Milbank, 34, and 
her father Charles, 66, ended 
up in the National Spinal 
Injuries Centre at Stoke 
Mandeville Hospital. 

Mr Milbank had his fall while on 
his way home to France after 
visiting Camilla in hospital. 

Now Camilla is out of hospital 
and staying with her mother 
Wendy at her home in Fordham 
Road, Newmarket. 

Although she is confined to a 
wheelchair, she is hoping to return 
to work as a secretary for racehorse 
breeding company Juddmonte 
next month. 

Her father remains in Stoke 
Mandeville Hospital. 

An appeal has been launched to 
raise money for Camilla and her 
father. 

Her brother-in-law Nick 
Carmichael and his friend Dan 
Brandt will be raising money by 
taking part in the gruelling Gobi 
March in June, which covers the 
equivalent of six marathons in the 
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searing heat of China’s Gobi desert 
over seven days. 

Newmarket Joggers are also 
hoping to top £J,000 by raising 
money for the appeal at the annual 
6k Heath Run on May 6. 

Wendy Milbank said: “Everybody 
is being incredibly kind, but that is 
the racing industry It’s very close- 
knit and people feel 'There but for 
the grace of God go I’.” 

Support from Newmarket’s 
racing industry has helped pay for 
modifications to a car so that she 
Camilla drive again. She has also 
been able to buy a lighter and more 
comfortable wheelchair and pay 
for care workers. 

Mr Carmichael, 32, who lives in 
Clapham, south-west London, 
said: “We would really like to 
express our thanks for the support 
she has received from Newmarket 
and wider racing community 
already We have been blown away 
by their generosity. 

“I was not expecting them to give 
again for the Gobi March as I’ll be 
concentrating fund-raising appeals 
in the London area, but obviously 
we would be grateful for anything 
we get.” 

Camilla was a member of 


Newmarket Joggers and ran the 
London Marathon in 2008 
finishing at creditable time of 3hr 
54min. 

Carolynn Anderson, secretary of 
the Joggers, said: “Camilla is being 
so positive. Her strength of 
character has really shone through. 

“We normally raise money for 
Racing Welfare, but this year we 
have decided to raise it for 
Camilla.” 

Camilla had her fall in July of last 
year while riding a racehorse at 
exercise for trainer Luca Cumani. 
Surgeons used titanium rods and 
bone from her hip to rebuild her 
spine, but she has been without 
movement in her legs and body 
below the chest. 

Her father has been left with 
movement in his legs, but limited 
movement in his arms and hands. 

Newmarket Joggers have opened 
entries for the Heath Run earlier 
this year.

New artificial 
elbow given 
to pet Pippa 


A PIONEERING op¬ 
eration has given a 
dog a new lease of 
life. 

Experts at Dick White 
Veterinary Specialists, 
at Six Mile Bottom, gave 
a new artificial elbow 
joint to Pippa, a nine- 
year-old Labrador 
retriever. 

The two-and-a-half 
hour operation was 
carried out by specialist 
vets Martin Owen and 
Malcolm Ness before 
Christmas. 

Now Pippa, who lives 
with her owner Jackie 
Pitt, in Essex, is back to 
her old lively self. 
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She was previously 
lame on one of her front 
legs due to the pain in 
the joint. 

The lameness had not 
improved despite 
previous treatment 
which included arth¬ 
roscopic flushing of the 
diseased joint and 
steroid treatment. 

A new type of joint 
called a resurfacing 
implant was used to 
replace only the 
damaged surface of the 
joint. 

Dr Owen said: “Unlike 


traditional joint 
replacements which are 
cemented into position, 
the new type of artificial 
joint in Pippa’s elbow is 
gripped and held in the 
correct place by bony 
in-growth, making it 
resistant to loosening 
and this new joint is 
expected to last all of 
Pippa’s life.” 

She was restricted to 
walks on a lead for two 
months to allow time 
for the joint to become 
fully bonded in place. 

Mrs Pitt reported that 
Pippa had got her 
“puppy personality” 
back after the 
operation.

Queen’s Fell ponies are 
among first for new test 


THE QUEEN is among 
the first users of a new 
test devised by vet¬ 
erinary experts based 
near Newmarket. 

The test can help 
prevent the death of 
foals born to certain 
breeds of pony. 

She has submitted 
samples from her 
breeding stock of Fell 
ponies to be tested at 
the Animal Health Trust 
- a charity of which she 
is patron. 

The DNA test 
developed by experts at 
the Animal Health Trust 
will allow breeders to be 
able to tackle foal 
immunodeficiency 
syndrome (fis) by 
identifying whether 
their parents have the 
disorder. 

The new diagnostic 
DNA test, which costs 
£40, is the result of 10 
years of research by the 
Animal Health Trust and 
the University of 
Liverpool. 

The test will not only 
identify foals which 
have the fatal condition 


but will highlight adult 
ponies who are carriers 
of the genetic trait 
which causes the 
syndrome. It means that 
breeders can avoid 
using ponies which 
have the disorder for 
breeding. 

Owners and breeders 
who wish to find out the 
genetic status of their 
ponies can arrange for a 
simple pulled mane or 
tail hair sample to be 
taken by a vet and 
submitted to the AHT, 
based at Kentford. 

The Fell Pony or Dales 
Pony Societies will 
supply sample bags for 
submission on request. 

A fast-track system to 
identify foals suffering 
with the condition will 
report results within 
three working days. 

The team which 
developed the DNA test 
was led by the AHT’s Dr 
June Swinburne and 
Professor Stuart Carter 
of the University of 
Liverpool with research 
student Laura Fox- 
Clipsham. 


They believe that by 
using the test, owners 
and breeders will 
eventually be able to 
eradicate the condition. 

Dr Swinburne, said: 
“The DNA test gives 
owners and breeders 
the power to overcome 
this devastating illness. 

“It enables them to 
make informed 

decisions about which 
ponies to breed. 

“We have already had 
samples submitted by 
HM The Queen from 
her own breeding stock 
of Fell ponies. 

“I’d urge any breeders 
of Fell or Dales ponies 
to submit samples in 
order to arm themselves 
with the facts they need 
to prevent the birth of 
affected foals and 
thereby avoid this 
distressing condition.”

Cyclists to face 
police action 


CYCLISTS who ride 
on pavements face a 
clamp-down by pol¬ 
ice. 

But officers will 
offer advice and 
warnings before they 
start issuing £30 fixed 
penalty fines. 

The issue has been 
made a priority by the 
Newmarket safer 
neighbourhood pol¬ 
ice team after com¬ 
plaints were made by 
pedestrians at a 
recent “street meet” 
on the town’s Valley 
Way estate. 

The team is also 
continuing to tackle 
anti-social behaviour 
by youngsters who 
hang around the 
town’s Market Square 
and Wellington Street 
area. 

But it has dropped 
previous priorities 
which included tack¬ 
ling graffiti and van¬ 
dalism in the town’s 
Guineas centre multi¬ 
storey car park and 
vandalism attacks on 
cars in the Noel Mur- 
less Drive and George 
Lambton Avenue 
areas. 


Sgt Mark Shipton, 
who leads the team, 
said officers would 
still “keep an eye” on 
the previous problem 
areas. But he said 
there had been no 
further graffiti or van¬ 
dalism at the car park 
since Forest Heath 
District Council paid 
contractors to repaint 
the walls and repair 
light fittings. 

He said the cycling 
problem had been 
highlighted by resi¬ 
dents. 

Most of the offen¬ 
ders were believed to 
be immigrant workers 
employed at racing 
stables. 

Trainers and stable 
secretaries will be 
asked to ensure that 
all workers are made 
aware of the cycling 
rules. 

The issue of nui¬ 
sance caused by 
youngsters in the 
Market Square area is 
to be tackled in asso¬ 
ciation with a new 
youth worker who will 
suggest other activ¬ 
ities to keep them off 
the streets. 
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New set of wheels to 
help with transport 


A NEW wheelchair 
accessible vehicle is 
operating in the 
Newmarket area for 
people without their 
own transport. 

The Wheels within 
Wheels scheme is 
financed by Suffolk 
County Council and run 
by the Newmarket- 
based Voluntary 
Network. 

The county council has 
supplied the vehicle 
which can take a 
wheelchair and two 
passengers or five 
passengers without a 
wheelchair. 

Hirers can either drive 
the vehicle themselves, 
subject to driving 
licence checks, or be 
driven by a volunteer. 
They pay a mileage fee 


for their use of the 
vehicle. It can be used 
for shopping, personal 
business, visiting 
relatives or medical 
appointments. 

Caroline Cowie, 
manager of the 
Voluntary Network, 
said: “This fills a need 
between the Dial a Ride 
service and the 
community car service. 
“It is particularly hard 
for people with 
disabilities who don’t 
have access to public 
transport.” 

A similar service 
already operates in the 
Haverhill area.

The road was closed while police 
and crash investigators examined 
the scene for clues as to what 
caused the accident. 

The male cyclist was taken by 
ambulance to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital for treatment, but the 
seriousness of the injuries 
sustained in the collision is 
unknown. 

Flowers are 
finally in bloom 

ANGLESEY Abbey’s iconic 
snowdrops are finally in bloom. 
The flowers - traditionally the first 
sign of spring - usually flower in 
January but were held back by 
blankets of snow and the coldest 
winter for 30 years. 

Thousands of visitors, including 
artists who take the opportunity to 
sketch the snowdrops along with 
other attractions in the Abbey’s 
winter gardens, have had to 
bide their time. 

Firefighters called 
to car blaze 

A CAR was destroyed in a fire 
which broke out in the early hours 
of the morning. 

Firefighters extinguished the 
blazing Vauxhall Vectra which was 
parked on Newmarket’s Craven 
Way, industrial estate. 

Police said the blaze, which broke 
out at around 12.30am on 
Wednesday, was not suspicious. 


A DECISION on contro¬ 
versial plans for 1,200 
new homes at New¬ 
market is likely to be 
taken after the General 
Election. 

The Conservatives have 
indicated that they will scrap 
regional planning rules 
which set housing targets, if 
they win control of Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Caroline Spelman, shadow 
Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government, said after a 
meeting with the Save 
Historic Newmarket action 
group: “A Conservative 
government would move 
straight away on entering 
office to scrap the whole 
bureaucratic tier of regional 
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planning, relieving Forest 
Heath District Council of the 
need to comply with the East 
of England Regional Spatial 
Strategy. 

“Local councils should be 
free to determine the most 
sustainable level of develop¬ 
ment in their local area, and 
we need a local funding 
system for councils which 
encourages that local choice 
and local accountability.” 

Rachel Hood, who chairs 
SHNAG, said: “The regional 
spatial strategy is inflexible 
and out of touch with local 
needs. 

“We are greatly reassured 
that Caroline Spelman sees it 
this way. We are very 


concerned that the strategy 
is pushing Forest Heath 
District Council to consider 
Hatchfield Farm as the best 
way of meeting the current 
government targets. 

“It does not meet the 
criteria of being sustainable, 
it would be damaging to 
Newmarket’s core racing 
industry. It will urbanise a 
rural market town and 
exacerbate hazardous con¬ 
ditions for horses, riders, 
pedestrians and drivers. 

“We are hoping that the 
councillors will recognise 
this when they make their 
crucial decision.” 

The district council’s 
planning committee is 
unlikely to make a decision 
until the end of May on Lord 
Derby’s application for 
planning permission to 


develop his land in 
Newmarket with the new 
homes. 

The committee, which was 
meeting last night, has been 
told that Lord Derby’s 
planners would not object to 
the extension of the usual 
time limit which would 
usually expire on March 26. 

The new time limit will 
expire on June 4 - which 
would be after the election, if 
it is held on May 6 as widely 
predicted. 

In the meantime a plan¬ 
ning inspector is considering 
the district council’s 
development core strategy 
for the next 21 years and is 
due to submit his report by 
early April. 


Poll In favour of statue 


A MAJORITY of readers who voted in an 
on-line poll have supported proposals for 
a statue of King Charles II in the middle 
of a busy roundabout. 

The Save Historic Newmarket action 
group came up with the statue idea as a 
response to the controversy over the 
granite balls on the town’s Clocktower 
roundabout. 

But members of the town council’s 
community services committee voted 
against having the statue - even though it 
would not cost the council anything. 

They were concerned that the 7ft 
statue could be a distraction for drivers 
and would not fit in with the historic 
Clocktower, the town’s war memorial and 
other features. 

The committee’s view is subject to the 


agreement of the full council at its 
meeting on Monday, February 22. 

A year ago there was an outcry when 
people first saw the 12 granite balls - 
imported from China at nearly £1,000 
each. 

They were condemned by a majority 
of people and a petition was started on 
the Prime Minister’s website to have 
them removed. 

SHNAG came up with the statue plan 
as an effort to draw attention away from 
the balls. 

An on-line poll run by the Newmarket 
Weekly News resulted in 98 people 
voting in favour of the statue and 48 
against. 

But Cllr Jane Bailey, Newmarket's 
mayor, said she would not be changing 


her mind about the statue. 

“I don’t think it’s the right place for a 
statue," she said. "That’s a very busy 
junction. My attitude is that a 7ft statue 
will take drivers’ attention away from 
the road. It’s a difficult enough 
roundabout to negotiate as it is. 

"I think the statue, which would be in 
Portland stone, would be a different 
colour to the granite balls and will take 
away from the minimalist roundabout." 

She suggested that the statue would 
be better placed at historic Palace House 
stables which date from King Charles’ 
reign. 

Charles II is credited with establishing 
Newmarket as a horse racing centre and 
founding racing as the sport it is today.

A THUG who attacked a man 
with a bottle after drinking and 
taking drugs has been jailed for 
four-and-a-half years. 

Jake Huggan, of Manderston Road, 
Newmarket, inflicted serious facial 
injuries on his victim in what passers- 
by described as a “frenzied and vicious 
attack”. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard he had 
been drinking and taking drugs when 
he confronted Hungarian-born rest¬ 
aurant worker Tomas Gezci in the town 
centre. 

Huggan, 24, was jailed after pleading 
guilty at an earlier hearing to a charge 
of wounding with intent. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd said that after 
leaving work in the evening on June 7 
last year, Mr Gezci had gone with 
friends to a pub where Huggan was also 
drinking. 

Later, after Mr Gezci had left, he was 
followed by Huggan, who made a 
number of “inappropriate” remarks,

said Mr Sadd. Huggan then asked Mr 
Gezci where he came from and began 
shouting and screaming, saying: “This 


is not your country but mine”. 

The situation escalated with Huggan, 
who had a bottle in his hand, and Mr 
Gezci struggling with each other. 

Mr Sadd said that Mr Gezci later told 
police that Huggan appeared to be 
“mad” as they came face to face. 
Huggan had told his victim: “You are 
going to die now.” 

Immediately afterwards Mr Gezci 
realised that his T-shirt was soaked with 
blood and that he had been injured, the 
court heard. 

He was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital where he required 12 stitches 
to close a large wound on his cheek and 
jaw which had been inflicted by Huggan 
with a broken bottle. He also suffered a 
significant loss of blood. 

Mr Gezci had to undergo recon¬ 
structive plastic surgery and is unable 
to chew properly as a result of his 
injury. 

Huggan initially denied in an 
interview he had even been present 
when the attack took place, despite 
being presented with DNA evidence, 
said Mr Sadd.

Islamic prayer meeting

SENIOR police 
officers have 
attended an Is¬ 
lamic group’s 
weekly prayers 
to promote rac¬ 
ial harmony 

Suffolk’s Chief 
Constable Simon 
Ash and other senior 
officers visited the 
session held in 
Newmarket at Pal¬ 
ace House Mews 
which regularly 
attracts around 150 
people. 

The town has had 
an influx of Asian 
workers employed 
in the town’s horse 
racing industry and 
there was an in¬ 
crease in the num¬ 
ber of racial inci¬ 
dents last year. 

The Chief Con¬ 
stable also visited 
the Town Pastors, 
members of local 
churches who go 
onto the streets of 
the town at week¬ 
ends to help rev¬ 
ellers. 

Mr Ash said: “The 
visit was extremely 
interesting and gave 
fresh insight into the 
work of faith groups 
in Newmarket. We 
were made extreme¬ 
ly welcome and 
discussions with 
leaders at the prayer 
meeting and with 
the Town Pastors 
were very positive. 

“I had an oppor¬ 
tunity to speak to 
Muslim community 
members first hand 
about their policing 
issues and also 
learnt about their 
desire to establish a 
mosque in 

Newmarket. 

“The Town Pas¬ 
tors are a model 
example of excellent 
partnership working 
with police and the 
licensing trade. The 
initiative is a great 
success, providing 
assistance to vulner¬ 
able people in New¬ 
market town centre 
and making a signi¬ 
ficant and welcome 


contribution to 
creating a safe 
environment. 

“I was pleased to 
learn of strong re¬ 
lationships between 
both faith groups 
and the local police 
- all are working well 
together so the 
community can be 
confident of their 
safety.” 

Ahsan Moham¬ 
med, whose New¬ 
market-based Kings 
UK Group, helps 
find jobs for the 
immigrant workers, 
welcomed the visit 
by the Chief Con¬ 
stable. 

“Everybody is 
working together - 
the police and the 
district council. 

“People were very 
welcoming when 
the Chief Constable 
came,” he said. 

Mr Mohammed 
said the atmosphere 
in the town had 
calmed down since 
August when there 
was what was des¬ 
cribed as a “riot” 
involving clashes 
between Asian 
workers. There were 
also reports of racial 
harassment of Asian 
workers by white 
youths. 

He said he was 
encouraging the 
Asian workers to 
become more inte¬ 
grated into the 
community by get¬ 
ting involved in 
voluntary work. 

He said the idea of 
developing a mos¬ 
que for the Islamic 
community in New¬ 
market remained as 
a long-term aim. 

Mr Mohammed 
has just returned 
from a visit to Paki¬ 
stan, where he is 
developing the 
Gujrat Race Club 
with stables and 
training grounds 
organised on the 
same lines as British 
racing and the 
horse-racing set up 
in other countries 
including Australia 
and New Zealand.

Call over cost 
of dementia 

A LEADING 
Cambridgeshire health 
charity has claimed 
dementia is costing the 
UK economy £23 billion 
a year. 

The Alzheimer’s 
Research Trust, based in 
Great Shelford, says the 
illness affects more than 
800,000 people, yet 
research into its causes 
and treatment is 
“severely under-funded”. 
In a report published last 
week, the trust said 
treating each dementia 
patient cost the British 
economy more than the 
average salary, and five 
times more than the 
average cancer patient. 
The report said: “For 
every £1 million in health 
and social care costs for 
the disease, £129,269 is 
spent on cancer 
research and just 
£4,882 on dementia 
research.” 

Rebecca Wood, chief 
executive of the trust, 
said: “The true impact of 
dementia has been 
ignored for too long. 

This report shows that 
dementia is the greatest 
medical challenge of the 
21st century. 

“Sadly, combined 
government and 
charitable research 
spending on dementia is 
12 times lower than that 
for cancer. 

“As the general election 
approaches, political 
parties need to explain 
how they will increase 
dementia research 
funding and end years of 
neglect. 

“Charities and the public 
must boost their efforts 
to put dementia research 
in its rightful place: as 
our number one medical 
priority.” 

Men fail to 
spot cancer 

MORE than one third of 
men quizzed in a survey 
did not realise a lump 
could be a symptom of 
cancer. 

The poll conducted by 
the Anglia Cancer 
Network has revealed 
the lack of awareness 
over cancer, which could 
stop early diagnosis and 
treatment. 

The survey found that 
the most commonly 
recognised symptom of 
cancer was a lump with 
65 per cent. 

Flowever, less than one 
in four people identified 
any other form of 
symptom including 
bleeding (24 per cent) 
mole (15 per cent) and 
difficulty swallowing (2 
per cent). 

In addition, 72 per cent 
of women recognised a 
lump as a cancer 
symptom, but only 58 
per cent of men. 

Only one in four people 
in the region said it 
might be difficult getting 
an early appointment 
with a GR compared 
with four out of 10 
people nationally.

A SECOND-HAND fur¬ 
niture shop raised a 
record £16,000 for a 
charity in just 11 weeks. 

The St Nicholas Hospice 
Care shop opened in New¬ 
market’s Guineas shopping 
centre in November and took 
£2,000 in just five hours on its 
opening day. 

Now the shop has just 
moved to a new location in 
the centre after part of the 
former Linen and Things 
store, where it was originally 
based, is to be converted into 
a William Hill betting shop. 

The Hospice Care shop is 
now in the former Saffron 
Walden Laundry shop at the 
other end of the centre. 

The money raised by the 
shop, which opens three days 
a week, goes to help finance 
the Bury St Edmunds-based 
hospice and its care teams 
who support patients with 
terminal or serious illnesses 
in their own homes 
throughout West Suffolk. 

Mark Lees, hospice retail 
manager, said: “We cannot 
thank the people of 
Newmarket and surrounding 
area enough for the way they 
have supported our furniture 
store. 

“From the very first day we 
have been blessed with 
amazing interest and support 
and we are hoping for the 
same reaction now we have 
moved location, albeit in the 
same shopping centre. 

“We always knew the plans 
for the original premises and 
we are just delighted and 
thankful that we were able to 
make our mark.

Four face Crown court trial

charged with causing actual 
bodily harm. 

The charges relate to an 
incident in Wellington Street, 
Newmarket, on August 18 in 
which three men are alleged to 
have been injured. 

Mohammad Saleem, 25, of 
Lowther Street, Newmarket, 
appeared at magistrates’ court 
last week and was sent to 
Ipswich Crown Court where he 
is due to appear on April 9. 

He is accused of aggravated 
burglary and two counts of 
causing actual bodily harm. 

Two other men are already 
awaiting trial at Crown court 
for alleged involvement in the 
same incident.

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Travelling showman fulfills 
dream to join university elite

Travelling showman Zoah Hedges-Stocks, who never completed a 
full year at school, is enjoying life in Cambridge after realising a 
lifelong ambition to go to university in the city. Here she tells 
ALICE RYAN about her childhood and life in her community. 


U T^\EOPLE quite 
VJ often come 
-L. up to me 
and say ‘Er, Zoah, I 
heard you live on a 
circus’. 

I start to explain and 
then, about half an hour 
later, realise I’m 
surrounded by a small 
crowd, all listening to me 
waxing about my life ... 

“Part of me thinks it’s a 
great ice-breaker. Another 
part thinks ‘Why are they 
so interested? It’s just my 
life’.” 

Though she may not 
realise it, Zoah Hedges- 
Stocks has got the kind of 
life story that has movie 
producers reaching for 
their chequebooks. Born 
three and a half months 
premature to a single mum, 
she almost died as a baby. 
And her childhood was 
unusual, to say the least. 

Zoah is a traveller (or a 
travelling showman, to use 
the proper title); her family 
has been working on 
fairgrounds since the 
1800s, probably earlier. She 
grew up in a caravan. And 
she’s never completed a full 
year at school: every 
summer term was spent 
working on her mum’s food 
van, selling burgers, toffee 
apples and candy floss to 
fairgoers. 

Yet, as a tiny little girl, 
Zoah set her heart on going 
to Cambridge University 


Nobody in her family or, 
indeed, her entire 
community had ever gone 
to university before; just a 
few generations ago, some 
of her forebears could 
neither read nor write. 

But now, aged 20, Zoah is 
indeed a student at 
Cambridge. In her first year 
at Murray Edwards College, 
she’s studying history - and 
she’s living the dream. 

“I am very strange,” 
admits Zoah, with a laugh. 
“Among travelling 
showmen it’s often felt that 
education isn’t that 
relevant: you know what 
you’re going to do with 
your life - settle down with 
a nice traveller boy and 
work on the fairs - so once 
you’ve got the basics you 
don’t need any more than 
that. 

“But, before I even knew 
what university was, a 
primary school teacher 
said ‘You’re bright. You 
could go to university’. And 
I thought ‘Yes. That’s what 
I’m going to do’.” 

Sitting in a Cambridge 
cafe, Zoah pauses to take a 
sip of her latte. Brushing 
her bright blonde hair out 
of her eyes, she takes a 
deep breath, and begins to 
tell her story. 

“My mother thought she 
couldn’t have children,” 
Zoah explains. “She’d been 
married when she was very 
young, and they’d tried and 
tried and nothing 
happened. 


“Then, when she was 31, 
she got pregnant with me. I 
was born three and a half 
months premature. The 
doctors didn’t think I’d 
survive and, in the unlikely 
event I did survive, they 
said I would be brain 
damaged or blind or 
wheelchair-bound. 

“A surgeon told my 
mother a caesarean might 
help, but ‘I really don’t 
think it’s worth scarring 
your uterus for a baby of 
this gestation’ - meaning 
‘What’s the point? It’s going 
to die’. Nice chap. She 
nearly slapped him.” 

Weighing in at just 995g, 
newborn Zoah was 
impossibly tiny. Falling ill, 
her bodyweight dropped 
even further. But, against 
all the odds, she rallied 
and, little by little, began to 
thrive. 

Born in January, Zoah left 
hospital at Easter (still a 
few weeks before her actual 
due date in May). 

Her mother’s family have 
been travelling showmen 
since at least 1821 and, 
when they’re not on the 
road, they live on their own 
plot - known as a yard - in 
Suffolk. 


“We lived in a caravan 
until I was about 14,” 
continues Zoah. “I still 
don’t understand people 
who want to go on holiday 
in one when they could go 
to a nice hotel, but anyway. 

“My mum saved up and 
got a trailer, which we live 
in now It was amazing. We 
had free-standing furniture 
which was really exciting: I 
used to watch Changing 
Rooms as a kid and dream 
about having it. 

“And I had my own 
bedroom for the first time, 
complete with a four- 
poster bed. I didn’t care 
that I was a teenager - I’d 
always wanted a princess 
bed and now was my 
chance to have one.” 

Determined to give her 
daughter the best possible 
start in life, Zoah’s mum 
Bernice decided to cut the 
fair season short so her 
little girl only had to miss 
one term of schooling a 
year. “The reaction was 
‘Okay, Bernice, you do 
that’,” adds Zoah. 

Although she came from 
a very different background 
to her school friends, Zoah 
says she never felt out of 
place in the classroom. “It 


was never really a big deal; 
people have been more 
interested since I came to 
Cambridge than they were 
at school,” she says. “Where 
we live, at the end of a cul- 
de-sac, is right next to my 
old middle school. 
Whenever we had leftover 
candy floss my mum used 
to throw it over the wall for 
us at break time; that’s a 
great way to win friends 
and influence people. 

“Where we live is nice 
and leafy but it’s not 
remote - we’re only five 
minutes from a 
supermarket.” 

During the summers, 
Zoah and her family travel 
to fairs across East Anglia. 
While she and her mum 
run the burger van, her 
uncle has a set of dodgems, 
inherited from Zoah’s 
grandfather, and a whole 
set of children’s rides. 

“He’s done a lot of work 
on the dodgems, they’re 
amazing,” she says. 

“There’s a Formula One 
theme. When Lewis 
Hamilton started doing 
well my uncle took a punt 
and got a 6ft mural of his 
face painted on the 
dodgems; thankfully he

kept winning races. The 
burger van is called Pit 
Stop Diner to match.” 

Though working at a 
fair is incredibly hard 
work - Zoah cites 14- 
hour days and fat burns 
from frying burgers 
among the downsides - 
the uni student says 
being a showman is very 
much a part of her - a 
part she’d never forsake. 

“Travellers have a very 
strong sense of family, 
unity and loyalty,” she 
explains. “We even have a 
bit of our own dialect: 
joskin, for example, 
means someone who 
lives in a house. 

“I can remember 
staying in a friend’s 
house when I was about 
13.1 went downstairs to 
have breakfast, looked 
out of the window and 
saw that it was raining; I 
remember being so 
shocked that I’d been up 
for an hour and hadn’t a 
clue rain was falling 
outside. I actually love 
the sound of rain on a 
caravan roof. It helps me 
get to sleep.” 

Although showmen 
travel during the fair 
season, Zoah explains 
their existence isn’t really 
nomadic: year in, year 
out, they know exactly 
where they’re going to be 
and when. “I can tell you 
now where I’m going to 
be in fune in five years’ 
time, within about six 
feet of the exact spot,” 
she says. 

“My mother’s burger 
van stands on the site 
where her mother’s van 
stood, and where great- 


grandma Violet’s 
sideshow stood before 
that.” 

Despite missing so 
much school, Zoah 
excelled academically. 

On completing her 
GCSEs, her ambition to 
reach Cambridge was 
stronger than ever; 
putting herself under 
increasing pressure, she 
was not well between her 
GCSEs and A-levels. 

However, going on to 
get top grades in her A- 
levels, Zoah credits a 
summer school at Eton, 
the famously smart boys’ 
school, with helping her 
win a place at 
Cambridge. 

Given a straight-As 
offer by Murray Edwards, 
Zoah was over the moon. 

But then, after one of 
her teachers had to leave 
suddenly (she too had a 
premature baby), she 
missed out on an A in 
Philosophy and Ethics by 
a nail-biting 11 marks. 

“I called the college 
straight away and they 
said they’d let me know 
next day,” she says. “It 
was the most nerve- 
wracking 24 hours of my 
life. When they called to 
say I had got a place I 
cried, my mum cried...” 

Her first week at 
Cambridge was, Zoah 
admits, “terrifying”. “Now 
nothing scares me,” she 
laughs. “I know now that 
I can be given a whole 
load of reading about 
something I’ve never 
heard of before and, 
while it might be a bit of 
a struggle, I can force out 
3,000 words on the 


subject by the end of the 
week. 

“In fact, I was up at 
6am this morning 
finishing an essay: it had 
to be in at 10am and I got 
it done by half eight, so I 
was ahead of schedule.” 

As well as throwing 
herself into her studies, 
Zoah is clearly loving the 
social side of student life: 
she has a big group of 
friends and has been out 
five nights already this 
week. 

A highlight of her time 
in Cambridge so far was 
meeting Stephen Fry at a 
free student talk: “I tell 
people I saw Stephen 
Hawking on the street, 
but it’s not until I say I’ve 
met Stephen Fry that 
they really get 
interested.” 

Though Zoah will 
always be a showman, 
she would love to 
become a journalist in 
the future. 

“I’m actually not the 
first travelling showman 
to come to Cambridge, in 
fact I think I’m the third,” 
continues Zoah. “It shows 
that really different 
people can thrive here: 
my parents aren’t 
doctors, I didn’t go to 
private school, and I 
don’t have a pony. But I 
really do love it. 

“And I’ve never felt any 
sense of division. If you 
get lost round here and 
ask someone for 
directions, they take you 
where you want to go 
and, within five minutes 
of chatting, you’ve found 
a new friend.”

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First sale of the year sees 
£1m spent at Tattersalls 



In our weekly column, 
reporter JOHN GOODE takes a 
look behind the racing scene 
to bring you news from in and 
around the stables. 


BUYERS at the first auction 
of the year at Tattersalls in 
Newmarket spent more than 
£1 million, continuing the 
upward trend from last year. 

But prices have not matched 
the record amounts of 2006 and 
2007 and Edmond Mahony, 
chairman of Tattersalls, warned 
there were still “testing times” 
ahead for the economy. 

The February sale at Tattersalls 
showed a 40 per cent increase on 
the same sale last year when 108 
horses were sold for a total of 
£742,455. 

This year’s sale, which was 
opened with a parade of some of 


the country’s top stallions, 
resulted in the sale of 147 horses 
for a total of £1,041,075. 

The average price was slightly 
up at £7,082 compared to £6,874. 

Eddie Stobart transport com¬ 
pany boss Andrew Tinkler paid 
the top price of £57,750 for four- 
year-old filly Rhythm Queen 
which was bought on his behalf 
by agent Dwayne Woods. The 
horse will be kept at Mr Woods’ 
Brook Stud, near Newmarket. 

Mr Mahony, chairman of Tatt¬ 
ersalls, said that although spend¬ 
ing had increased, the market for 
racehorses remained selective 
and served as a reminder that 
there were still “testing times” 


ahead with the economy. 

He said the stallion parade, 
organised by the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association showed 
there was “real strength in depth” 
among stallions in Britain. 

Last year £177.8 million was 
spent on racehorses at the 
Newmarket sales - about £2 
million up on the previous year. 

But average prices over the 
year were down slight at £40,135 
compared to £40,881 in 2008. 

The next sale in Newmarket 
will be the Craven Breeze Up 
Sale, Europe’s premier sale for 
two-year-old horses in training, 
which will take place from April 
13-15.

Bathurst 
back for 
Present 


AT the age of 18, treading 
the boards at the Cambridge 
Arts Theatre seemed like the 
honour of all honours. 

Out of love with his studies, 
Robert Bathurst joined Footlights 
together with Rory McGrath, Hugh 
Laurie, Emma Thompson and other 
familiar names of today. 

He may have moved on to bigger 
things since then, landing roles in 
TV’s My Dad’s The Prime Minister 
and the hugely successful Cold 
Feet, yet he retains a special 
fondness for the venues of his 
student days. 

“The Arts is a very important 
place to me, like everybody who did 
shows at Cambridge. To my mind at 
the time, it was the biggest theatre 
that I’d ever been in. It’s a lovely 
theatre and it was very exciting just 
to get on the stage there in my 
student days. So to get back there 
will be wonderful actually, just like 
the old days. Doing lots of shows 
and no essays.” 

Bathurst will be gathering up all 
his wit and charm as he steps into 
the role of flamboyant actor Garry 
Essendine in Noel Coward’s 
Present Laughter, which is running

at the Arts Theatre this week. 

“It’s one of the great classic 
comedy roles, and one of Noel 
Coward’s finest plays. He 
(Essendine) is a tiringly egocentric 
actor and Coward wrote it for 


himself to do. 

“He has a sort of gang of people 
around him - his ex-wife, his 
secretary, his backers - and he 
basks in the love of strangers yet, 
when strangers come along, he 


can’t bear it and tries to get rid of 
them as quickly as possible. It’s a 
play about celebrity loneliness and 
isolation. All these people are 
obsessed with him - they’ve seen 
his plays scores of times and they 
think they want a slice of him. 
People think they know him and 
want to be with him - and he says: 
‘You don’t know me, you haven’t 
got a clue what I’m really like’. 

“He regards them as pirates 
trying to board his precious life. So 
in some ways it is rather like those 
tales of celebs who really love the 
public but when the public love 
them they run fast in the opposite 
direction. It sounds rather callous, 
but it’s actually a very funny play.” 

As an actor playing an actor, did 
he find there was any of himself in 
Essendine? 

“I just do the words,” he laughs. 

Bathurst will be starring 
alongside Coward connoisseur 
Belinda Lang, who took to the Arts 
Theatre stage last year in A Song at 


Twilight, and will also be directing 
this year’s play. 

Bathurst read law at Cambridge 
University between 1977 and 1979 
and was the president of Footlights 
during his final year. 

Theatre was undoubtedly his 
main focus, and Bathurst admits to 
taking a less than whole-hearted 
approach to his studies. 

“I was never really devoted to my 
legal studies, I have to say, but I had 
a very indulgent tutor. Law was a 
mistake, I should have done history. 

“I did three years of Footlights, 
and did all the shows there - 
Smokers, lent reviews ... It was a 
very heady and exciting time. 

“The whole thing was perpetual 
tension - enjoyable tension - you 
were putting on these shows and 
lots was expected. It was a constant 
creative excitement. 

“We all did a tour of Australia 
after that. We got together with 
Stephen Fry and Hugh and Emma 
and we went around as Footlights 


even though we’d left two years 
before.” Bathurst also had his first 
taste of television acting during his 
time with the Footlights team. 

“BBC East used to give us a half- 
hour show. They basically provided 
us with cameras and technicians 
and we had the run of the studio.” 

Bathurst has clearly lost none of 
the enthusiasm and passion for 
acting that he found during his 
student days, and is looking 
forward to bringing the glittering wit 
and wordplay of Coward to life in 
his latest venture. 

“The tour seems to be going 
really well and it’s certainly one of 
the most enjoyable I’ve done.”

THE PRINCESS AND THE FROG 
(U, 97 mins) Comedy. Featuring 
the voices of Anika Noni Rose, 
Bruno Campos, Terrence 
Howard, Oprah Winfrey, Keith 
David, Jenifer Lewis, Michael- 
Leon Wooley, Jim Cummings. 

IN an extraordinary career, 
producer Walt Disney redefined 
the boundaries of hand-drawn 
animation, initially on television 
and later, and more prominently, 
on the big screen. 

In 1928, he released Steamboat 
Willie, the first cartoon with 
synchronised sound and, in 1937, 
the world whistled along to Snow 
White And The Seven Dwarfs, the 
first feature-length animated film. 
Disney collected an astonishing 
26 Oscars for his efforts and 
today, his legacy lives on in the 
studio which bears his name.

Fie asks for one kiss to break the 
spell that has been placed on him 
and she obliges, only to become a 
frog herself.

If you want to let the plants do 
the talking, show a loved one how 
special they are by naming a 
unique pack of rose seeds after 
them that they can grow into a 
beautiful rose bush.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Snowdrops (Galanthus) 

The snowdrops are out, pushing 
through the sodden borders and 
flattened grass after all that snow. 
The delicate-looking white blooms 
above small, strappy leaves signal 
the precursor to spring, showing 
that life can survive the depths of 
winter. 

The most popular type, G. 
nivalis, the common snowdrop, has 
narrow green leaves and dainty 
white and green fragrant flowers. 
Double snowdrops, such as G. 
nivalis f. pleniflorus ‘Flore Pleno’ 
look best at the edge of paths, while 
other good varieties include G. 
‘S.Arnott’, a tall variety with large, 
scented flowers. Snowdrops should 
be planted in early autumn, and 
they prefer semi-shade in a moist, 
rich soil. 

However, you’ll need to plant an 
awful lot to achieve a naturalised 
effect quickly.

Demand for diesels is 


AS fuel prices once again creep 
upwards, the market for used diesel cars 
is now experiencing big demand here in 
the UK. 

More and more drivers are eyeing up a 
more frugal diesel motor to cut down on 
filling station trips, according to a leading 
car supermarket group. 

“With the recent return to 17.5 per cent 
VAT, car owners are feeling the pinch 
even further and looking to cut costs 
wherever they can,” says Mike Walsh, 
sales director of Carcraft. 

“Diesel models offer more economical 
performance, and more customers are 
making the switch from petrol.” 

Top diesel buys at Carcraft include the 
Renault Megane Scenic 1.5 dCi, the 
Vauxhall Vectra 2.0 Dti, and the Ford 
Focus 1.6 TDCi - vehicles that all return 
more than 50 miles to the gallon. This 


view is backed by vehicle auction firm 
Manheim, which points that even high- 
mileage diesels are doing good 
business. 

Daren Wiseman, valuations general 
manager at Manheim, says: “During 
2005 and 2006 alone more than half a 
million people bought a new Focus or 
Astra, and the Megane, with 150,000 
sales, was also a close challenger 
during this period. 

“Best sellers from this four to five year- 
old bunch are the diesel examples. 

“Recent sales at Manheim have seen a 
Megane 1.9 DCi, with 84,800 miles, sell 
for £2,850, an Astra 1.7 CDTi Life with 
72,500 miles go under the hammer for 
for £2,900, and a Focus 1.6 TDCi estate, 
with 97,600 miles under its belt, go for 
£3,000.” 

Wiseman adds: “There is always an

excellent selection of diesel family 
hatchbacks at auction. They are 
comfortable, economical, and reliable, 
and in demand throughout the year. 

“Prices have remained competitive, 
and are expected to remain so for the 
first few months of this year.” 

Meanwhile, with the Government/ car 
manufacturer scrappage incentive of 
£2,000 off due to end at the end of 
March, vehicle pricing website UsedCar 
Expert.co.uk says buyers can still get 
that amount - and more - off nearly- 
new motors. 

Website editor Matt Tumbridge 
explains: “Cars from a few months to a 
year old, with 3,000 to 15,000 miles on 
the clock, will still drive and feel like 
brand new. Yet they will often be more 
than £2,000 less than the new price, and 
still have two years’ warranty, and two 


years until the MoT.” 

Tumbridge says he spotted a latest- 
shape 2009 Renault Megane 1.6 VVT 
Privilege, which costs £15,306 new, 
selling with 3,500 miles on the clock for 
nearly £4,000 less. 

Fie also predicts things are only going 
to get better for buyers over the next few 
weeks as the scrappage scheme winds 
down and makers step up their offers. 

Finally, if you’re looking for a second¬ 
hand Ferrari - the Italian firm prefers to 
call them pre-owned - then note that 
there’s now a 24-month powertrain 
warranty on all approved cars purchased 
through the official dealer network. 

Ferrari is the first supercar 
manufacturer to offer a 24-month 
factory warranty on used examples, and 
it comes with any Ferrari aged up to 
eight years old.

Toyota begins Prius recall 


AROUND 8,500 Toyota Prius 
cars are to be recalled in the 
UK because of a braking 
problem in the latest blow to 
the reputation of the giant 
Japanese company, it was 
announced today. 

Part of a 400,000-vehicle recall 
worldwide, the UK recall involves 
the third generation of the hybrid 
electric-petrol Prius and affects 
models manufactured from last 
summer up to January 27 this 
year. 

Toyota said the problem related 
to what it described as 
“inconsistent brake feel” during 
slow and steady braking on 
bumpy road surfaces when the 
anti-lock braking system is 
actuated. 

The beleaguered company 
added that there had been no 
accidents linked to this issue in 
Europe. 

Apologising to customers, 
Toyota GB said the recall would 
consist of a software upgrade in 
the anti-lock braking system. The 
procedure will be carried out free 
of charge and will take 
approximately 40 minutes using 
standard test equipment in use at 
all authorised Toyota service 
centres. 

The company said it would 
write individually to every owner 
or keeper in the next few days. 

It went on: “In the meantime, 
the cars are safe to drive. At no 
time are drivers without brakes. 
Toyota GB guarantees to every 
customer its utmost attention to 
making this upgrade as quickly 
and efficiently as possible.” 

The announcement about the 
environmentally-friendly, ultra- 
low emissions Prius follows the 


recall of around seven million 
Toyotas worldwide - including 
about 180,000 in the UK - over 
problems with accelerator pedals. 

Toyota GB said that insurance 
cover on Toyota cars was 
unaffected by the current safety 
recall. The company added that in 
a statement issued last week, the 
Association of British Insurers 
(ABI) had said: “The ABI confirms 
that motor insurance policies will 
continue to cover Toyota owners 
affected by the recall of certain 
models. 

“Any claims will be dealt with in 
the normal way, in accordance 
with the terms and conditions of 
the policy. If they have not already 
done so, anyone who thinks they 
may be affected should contact 
their local Toyota dealer and 
follow their advice.” 

Toyota GB added today: 
“Should this clear reassurance by 
the ABI not be enough, Toyota will 
happily offer cover to any Toyota 


driver via the Toyota insurance 
service, replicating the same 
terms as their existing policy.” 

Howeve the 

GreenCarWebsite.co.uk believes 
that car buyers should not be in 
any way deterred from buying a 
Prius or any other hybrid model. 

Editor of 

TheGreenCarWebsite.co.uk, Faye 
Sunderland, comments: “There is 
no reason to think that hybrid 
cars like the Toyota Prius are any 
less safe than any other type of 
car. In fact, hybrid models like the 
Prius and Honda’s Insight were 
given some of the highest scores 
in Euro NCAP testing in 2009. 
Motorists should not think that 
what has happened with the 
Toyota Prius disproves the safety 
of hybrids especially when safety 
recalls are not uncommon for any 
type of car. 

“For most, this recall will be 
nothing more than a 
precautionary measure.”
